These  actions  and  results  also  reflect  the  high  competence  and 
commendable  dedication  of  the  officials  and  personnel  of  the  Prison 
Department,  and  the  extra-ordinary  cooperation  of  the  several  agen- 
cies working  in  close  coordination  with  this  Department.

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SUMMARY  OF  PRISON  OPERATIONS,  1960  -  1962 


During  the  biennium  ending  30  June  1962,  the  North  Carolina 
Prison  Department  has  been  repeatedly  confronted  with  challenges  to 
greater  effort  resulting  from  achievement  of  a  higher  degree  of  suc- 
cess from  several  programs  than  it  would  have  been  reasonable  to  ex- 
pect when  prison  operations  for  these  two  years  were  planned.  The 
prison  system  administered  by  this  Department  is  extraordinarily 
complex;  the  many  operations  are  so  interrelated  that  unanticipated 
results  from  one  program  require  adjustment  of  many  other  pro- 
grams. Therefore,  while  this  report  is  organized  in  accordance  with 
major  areas  of  prison  operations,  achievements  reported  under  any 
heading  should  be  considered  accomplishments  of  the  entire  State 
Prison  Service. 

REHABILITATION   OF   INMATES 

Sixteen  years  of  alarming  growth  in  the  average  inmate  popula- 
tion of  the  State  Prison  System  ended  when  the  close  of  the  biennium 
covered  by  this  report  revealed  a  reduction  of  nearly  a  thousand  in- 
mates during  the  second  year.  While  increased  use  of  probation  and 
parole  and  other  factors  doubtless  played  important  parts  in  reducing 
our  inmate  population,  it  seems  certain  that  considerable  credit  for 
this  achievement  is  ascribable  to  our  various  efforts  to  promote  the 
rehabilitation  of  offenders  while  they  are  serving  terms  of  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  prison  system. 

Increased  involvement  of  the  free  community  in  programs  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  State  prison  system  inmates  is  perhaps  the  most  sig- 
nificant single  factor  contributing  to  the  greater  success  of  these  pro- 
grams. Public  and  private  agencies  and  individuals  have  been  enlisted 
in  our  efforts  to  correct  convicted  offenders  and  return  them  to  the 
free  community  willing  and  able  to  live  law-abiding  and  productive 
lives. 

Alcoholics — The  Prison  Department's  program  to  promote  the  re- 
habilitation of  inmates  who  are  problem  drinkers  has  been  closely  co- 
ordinated with  the  work  of  Alcoholics  Anonymous,  and  appropriate 
use  has  been  made  of  other  free  community  resources  for  the  correc- 


tive  treatment  of  alcoholics.  This  cooperation  between  the  Prison  De- 
partment and  the  free  community  has  helped  to  remove  many  repeat- 
ers from  the  revolving  door  that  had  been  carrying  them  in  and  out  of 
prison  and  back  again  with  discouraging  regularity. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  biennium  covered  by  this  report,  there 
were  fifteen  chapters  of  Alcoholics  Anonymous  organized  in  the  ma- 
jor institutions  and  some  field  units  of  the  State  Prison  System.  This 
number  has  more  than  doubled  during  the  biennium.  There  are  now 
thirty-one  chapters  of  Alcoholics  Anonymous  operating  within  the 
State  Prison  System.  Over  fourteen  hundred  inmates  voluntarily  at- 
tend AA  meetings  each  week.  Many  of  them  continue  to  attend  AA 
meetings  in  the  free  community  after  their  release,  and  very  few  of 
those  who  do  so  have  returned  to  prison. 

We  have  employed  two  full-time  Assistants  to  help  the  Super- 
visor of  Alcoholic  Rehabilitation  promote  the  developement  of  this 
program.  We  believe  it  has  contributed  significantly  to  the  reduction 
of  the  prison  population. 

Work  Release — Since  the  original  enactment  in  1957  of  the  Work 
Release  Law,  each  session  of  the  N.  C.  General  Assembly  has  produced 
modifications  broadening  the  Law's  application.  Basic  provisions  have 
remained  unchanged.  These  authorize  the  Prison  Department  to  grant 
certain  inmates  of  the  State  Prison  System  the  privilege  of  working 
at  regular  employment  in  the  free  community  and  spending  only  their 
leisure  time  in  confinement.  Inmates  granted  work  release  privileges 
surrender  their  earnings  to  the  Prison  Department.  After  deducting 
the  cost  of  the  inmate's  keep,  the  Prison  Department  arranges  for 
paying  through  the  appropriate  county  department  of  public  welfare 
such  part  of  the  balance  of  the  inmate's  earnings  as  is  needed  to  sup- 
port his  dependents.  The  remainder  is  kept  in  trust  and  paid  to  him 
when  he  is  paroled  or  discharged  from  prison. 

Application  of  the  Work  Release  Law  was  originally  restricted  to 
misdemeanants  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  System 
who  had  not  previously  served  more  than  six  months  in  jail  or  prison, 
and  who  were  recommended  for  these  privileges  by  the  sentencing 
judge.  Inmates  granted  work  release  privileges  had  to  be  quartered 
apart  from  inmates  serving  regular  sentences.  Only  29  inmates  were 
granted  work  release  privileges  under  these  restrictions. 


The  1959  General  Assembly  broadened  the  law  to  include  felons 
sentenced  to  serve  not  over  five  years  in  the  State  Prison  System,  re- 
moved the  restrictions  pertaining  to  previous  prison  terms,  and  vest- 
ed in  the  Board  of  Paroles  the  power  to  authorize  the  Prison  Depart- 
ment to  grant  work  release  to  any  inmate  of  the  State  Prison  System 
serving  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years.  These  changes  resulted  in  a 
much  more  extensive  use  of  the  Law ;  136  inmates  were  granted  work 
release  privileges  between  1  July  1959  and  30  June  1961. 

Special  quarters  for  work  release  inmates  could  not  be  provided  as 
extensively  as  needed.  Therefore,  the  1961  General  Assembly  modified 
the  Law  so  as  to  remove  the  requirement  for  housing  inmates  with 
work  release  privileges  apart  from  other  inmates.  The  practical  effect 
of  this  modification  was  to  make  every  minimum  custody  unit  of  the 
State  Prison  System  available  as  quarters  for  inmates  with  work  re- 
lease privileges.  A  further  expansion  of  the  program  occurred.  During 
the  period  from  1  July  1961  to  30  June  1962,  571  inmates  were  grant- 
ed work  release  privileges. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  biennium  covered  by  this  report,  we  had 
298  inmates  with  work  release  privileges.  Their  payment  for  their 
keep  amounted  approximately  to  the  current  operating  costs  of  three 
field  units.  Of  the  298  then  on  work  release,  65  were  contributing  to 
the  support  of  dependents.  Many  were  accumulating  savings  and  all 
were  maintaining  employment  in  the  free  community,  thus  facilitating 
development  of  an  acceptable  parole  plan. 

Possession  of  money  and  productive  employment  on  final  release 
from  prison  are  two  positive  factors  contributing  importantly  to  the 
low  rate  of  recidivism  for  inmates  granted  work  release  privileges. 
(16  per  cent;  general  rate,  64.5  percent).  Less  tangible  but  probably 
even  more  important  are  the  increased  self-respect  and  self-confidence 
frequently  found  in  those  inmates  who  serve  all  or  the  final  part  of 
their  prison  sentences  on  work  release. 

Contributing  Programs — Improvements  and  expansions  in  our 
programs  for  alcoholics  and  work  release  have  been  paralleled  by  cor- 
responding development  of  other  rehabilitation  programs  less  amen- 
able to  isolated  evaluation.  Each  has  made  a  significant,  though  un- 
measured, contribution  to  the  success  signified  by  the  reduction  in  our 
inmate  population. 


(1)  Classification — Classification  of  inmates  is  the  keystone  for 
the  entire  structure  of  inmate  treatment  programs.  Effective  classi- 
fication requires  accurate  and  comprehensive  information  assembled 
in  a  form  useful  to  a  classification  committee.  This  information  can 
best  be  obtained  and  presented  by  specialists.  The  Receiving  Center 
at  Central  Prison  is  adequately  staffed  for  this  purpose,  but  no  other 
unit  for  male  inmates  has  the  required  range  of  specialists.  Therefore, 
we  have  instituted  processes  that  have  resulted  in  a  higher  percentage 
of  the  felon  population  being  sent  to  Central  Prison  for  initial  classi- 
fication. (59.93%  in  1958-GO;  60.27%  in  1960-62)  Improvements  have 
also  been  made  in  our  procedures  for  gathering  and  analyzing  infor- 
mation about  individual  inmates.  As  a  consequence,  better  treatment 
plans  and  more  appropriate  placements  are  being  made. 

(2)  Psychiatric,  Medical  and  Dental  Services — Improvements 
made  in  our  medical,  dental,  and  psychiatric  services  have  contributed 
to  the  increased  effectiveness  of  our  inmate  classification  and  treat- 
ment programs. 

Plans  have  been  completed  for  construction  of  a  new  hospital 
within  the  walls  of  Central  Prison.  Completion  of  this  hospital  will 
not  only  provide  more  and  better  treatment  facilities  but  also  permit 
conversion  of  the  present  hospital  spaces  into  a  larger  and  better  Re- 
ceiving and  Diagnostic  Center.  Spaces  presently  used  for  this  Center 
will  then  be  converted  into  quarters  for  prisoners  with  behavioral 
difficulties  requiring  special  treatment. 

Another  full-time  dentist  has  been  added  to  the  staff  at  Central 
Prison,  and  arrangements  have  been  worked  out  with  the  University 
of  North  Carolina's  School  of  Dentistry  for  employment  of  a  third 
year  student  during  summer  months.  These  additions  to  our  Dental 
staff  have  increased  considerably  the  scope  of  dental  services  pro- 
vided inmates. 

Plans  and  implementing  arrangements  have  been  worked  out 
cooperatively  by  the  Prison  Department  and  the  Hospitals  Board  of 
Control  for  establishment  of  a  Mental  Health  Clinic  at  Central  Prison. 
This  clinic  will  be  staffed  and  operated  by  the  Hospitals  Board  of 
Control,  with  the  operating  costs  and  housing  needs  being  met  by  the 
Prison  Department.  The  services  performed  by  this  clinic  will  comple- 


ment  those  provided  by  the  Prison  Department's  full-time  psychi- 
atrist. The  clinic  will  be  opened  in  July,  1962. 

(3)  Casework — The  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health  has  pro- 
vided support  for  a  project,  administered  by  the  N.  C.  Prison  De- 
partment, to  demonstrate  the  usefulness  of  social  work  in  protecting 
and  promoting  the  mental  health  of  prison  inmates.  An  initial  grant 
of  $5,000  made  in  1960  covered  organizing  expenses,  and  a  grant  of 
$20,755  covered  operating  expenses  for  the  period  from  March  1,  1961 
through  February  28,  1962.  A  supplementary  grant  has  been  made  to 
support  a  three  year  extension  of  the  project.  Casework  and  group 
counseling  are  provided  by  the  project  staff  to  inmates  at  Central 
Prison  and  Polk  Prison.  We  are  confident  this  pilot  program  will  pro- 
vide us  with  the  guidelines  needed  for  full  development  of  a  social 
casework  program  in  our  prison  system. 

The  social  casework  program  at  Women's  Prison  is  already  well 
developed.  The  Superintendent  and  the  Assistant  Superintendent  are 
both  professionally  trained  social  workers.  The  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent has  immediate  responsibility  for  supervising  the  Social  Service 
Department,  which  is  staffed  by  two  trained  social  workers.  Services 
provided  include  a  complete  social  study  of  each  inmate  on  reception, 
counseling  and  help  made  available  to  any  inmate  on  request,  and 
assistance  in  planning  for  release  provided  to  each  inmate  three 
months  before  her  release  date.  The  University  of  North  Carolina's 
School  of  Social  Work  uses  Women's  Prison  as  one  of  the  field  agen- 
cies to  which  students  are  sent  for  supervised  field  work. 

(4)  Inmate  Education — Our  inmate  education  program  has  been 
greatly  strengthened  and  extended,  paralleling  the  progress  made  in 
North  Carolina  during  the  past  two  years  to  provide  quality  education 
in  the  public  schools.  Provisions  for  classroom  and  library  space  are 
included  in  our  plans  for  all  new  construction  and  major  renovation 
of  prison  units. 

Full-time  Principals  administer  the  education  programs  at  Cen- 
tral Prison,  Women's  Prison,  and  Caledonia  Prison.  Central  Prison's 
staff  has  been  expanded  to  include  the  Principal,  one  Educational 
Teacher,  one  Vocational  Instructor,  two  Trade  Instructors  employed 
full-time  and  three  part-time  instructors.  Caledonia  Prison's  Principal 
now  has  on  his  staff  an  Educational  Teacher,  one  Vocational  Instruc- 


tor,  and  two  part-time  teachers.  The  Principal  at  Women's  Prison  has 
on  her  staff  one  Educational  Teacher,  one  Vocational  Teacher,  and 
three  part-time  teachers.  Part-time  teachers  are  employed  at  36  field 
units. 

The  Veteran's  Testing  Service  of  the  American  Council  of  Edu- 
cation has  approved  our  use  of  the  General  Educational  Development 
Test.  Upon  achieving  a  passing  score  on  this  test,  an  inmate  is  granted 
the  High  School  Equivalency  Diploma  by  the  N.  C.  Department  of 
Public  Instruction. 

(5)  Religious  Services — The  services  offered  by  our  two  full-time 
Chaplains  are  supplemented  by  services  of  ordained  ministers  and 
dedicated  laymen.  In  contrast  to  the  estimated  twenty  percent  of  the 
full  population  of  the  United  States  attending  religious  services,  thirty- 
one  percent  of  our  inmate  population  attended  religious  services  in 
the  first  year  of  the  past  biennium  and  thirty-two  percent  in  the 
second  year.  Group  and  individual  religious  counseling  have  unques- 
tionably helped  to  promote  the  rehabilitation  of  many  inmates. 

(6)  Recreation — Inmate  participation  in  organized  group  and 
individual  recreational  activities  has  increased  greatly  during  the 
biennium. 

Approximately  350  inmates  participated  in  the  boxing  tourna- 
ments. There  are  now  eight  baseball  leagues  in  the  State  Prison  Sys- 
tem. Softball,  basketball,  and  horseshoe  pitching  tournaments  have 
been  popular,  involving  most  of  the  inmate  population  as  participants 
or  spectators.  Volleyball,  tennis,  croquet,  and  shuffleboard  are  also 
increasingly  popular.  Presentation  of  team  and  individual  trophies  has 
enhanced  interest  in  all  sports. 

Table  games  provide  recreation  for  many  inmates,  particularly 
when  weather  conditions  preclude  outside  activities.  Inmate  bands, 
group  singing,  and  variety  shows  are  constructive  activities  for  a  sur- 
prisingly large  number  of  talented  inmates. 

Development  of  a  comprehensive  policy  on  handicraft  and  hobby 
activities  has  served  to  promote  wider  participation  and  to  reduce 
to  a  minimum  opportunities  for  abuse.  This  program  not  only  helps 
inmates  acquire  interests  and  skills  for  constructive  use  of  leisure 
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time,  but  also  permits  them  to  earn  some  money  to  meet  current  needs 
and  to  build  a  trust  fund  balance  for  payment  to  them  on  their  release 
from  prison. 

(7)  Employment — We  have  made  considerable  progress  toward 
our  goal  of  an  inmate  work  program  sufficiently  varied  to  meet  the 
individual  needs  of  our  exceedingly  heterogeneous  inmate  population. 

Road  work  has  continued  to  provide  employment  for  most  of  our 
able  bodied  misdemeanant  males  serving  short  terms,  and  for  care- 
fully selected  felons  classified  for  minimum  or  medium  custody.  We 
no  longer  have  close  custody  inmates  working  on  the  public  high- 
ways. We  are  rapidly  approaching  the  point  where  the  only  inmates 
employed  on  the  roads  will  be  the  ones  for  whom  such  employment 
provides  the  best  possible  means  to  develop  work  habits  and  skills 
that  will  promote  their  rehabilitation. 

Farm  work  has  proven  to  be  excellent  employment  for  close  cus- 
tody inmates  as  well  as  for  medium  and  minmum  custody  inmates 
expected  to  return  to  farm  work  on  release.  We  have  also  been  able 
to  develop  constructive  work  on  our  farms  for  many  physically  handi- 
capped inmates. 

Expansion  of  our  highly  diversified  prison  enterprise  program 
has  created  more  jobs  with  vocational  training  value  for  inmates. 
This  is  in  fact  the  primary  objective  of  our  enterprise  program.  The 
fact  that  the  program  saves  the  taxpayers  millions  of  dollars  each 
year  is  an  important  but  secondary  achievement. 

Our  construction  and  maintenance  work  within  the  State  prison 
system  has  enabled  many  inmates  to  develop  and  retain  skills  in  the 
trades  of  their  choice.  Very  little  of  the  Prison  Department's  exten- 
sive building,  renovation,  and  repair  projects  during  this  biennium 
was  done  by  outside  contractors.  Again,  the  rehabilitative  values  of 
this  use  of  inmate  labor  was  the  most  significant  objective,  although 
costs  were  also  cut  by  about  one  third. 

We  have  continued  to  make  use  of  our  labor  services  program 
as  a  stepping  stone  over  the  treacherous  currents  inmates  must  cross 
as  they  move  from  the  tight  control  of  conventional  imprisonment 
toward  the  responsibilities  of  life  in  the  free  community.  This  pro- 
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gram  involves  the  use  of  honor  grade  inmates  in  work  for  many  gov- 
ernmental agencies  under  minimum  custodial  supervision.  Labor  service 
assignments  are  frequently  followed  by  work  release  jobs,  the  combi- 
nation providing  an  almost  ideal  pre-parole  program. 

(8)  Release  Services — The  Prison  Department  is  striving  to  in- 
crease services  available  to  an  inmate  on  release  to  help  him  overcome 
the  difficulties  of  adjustment  to  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  life 
in  free  society.  Establishment  of  our  Machine  Records  Unit  in  the 
Prison  Department  has  made  it  possible  for  the  Inmate  Job  Placement 
Office  to  improve  and  extend  its  services.  Each  inmate  serving  six 
months  or  more  is  contacted  three  months  prior  to  his  release  and  of- 
fered assistance  in  finding  employment.  The  Employment  Security 
Commission,  the  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  many  private  en- 
terprise employers  are  working  cooperatively  with  the  Prison  Depart- 
ment in  finding  suitable  employment  for  inmates  on  their  release. 

PERSONNEL   IMPROVEMENTS 

Several  measures  have  been  taken  during  this  biennium  to  make 
the  State  Prison  Service  more  attractive  and  to  raise  the  level  of  per- 
sonnel competence. 

Reduction  of  Hours  —  The  work  week  of  custodial  officers  has 
been  reduced  from  a  five  and  one-half  day,  sixty-six  hour  week  to  a 
five  day,  forty-eight  hour  week.  This  reduction  in  hours  required  the 
addition  of  five  hundred  thirty-six  positions  and  created  a  serious  re- 
cruitment and  training  problem. 

Recruitment — The  Prison  Department  worked  closely  with  the 
State  Personnel  Department  and  the  Employment  Security  Commis- 
sion in  developing  better  procedures  for  attracting,  screening,  and  pro- 
cessing candidates  for  the  State  Prison  Service.  Candidates  meeting 
basic  requirements  are  referred  to  a  final  screening  committee  com- 
posed of  Prison  Department  Supervisors  and  a  representative  of  the 
Employment  Security  Commission. 

Training — To  meet  the  need  for  basic  training  of  newly  recruit- 
ed personnel  and  continuing  in-service  training  for  all  members  of  the 
State  Prison  Service,  the  Prison  Department  established  a  permanent 
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Training  Center.  The  basic  training  program  at  this  Center  was  par- 
alleled by  similar  training  at  Central  Prison  and  at  Caledonia  Prison 
until  the  rate  of  recruitment  leveled  off  to  that  of  normal  replace- 
ments. 

The  Training  Center  is  staffed  with  full-time  instructors  who 
have  completed  an  Instructor's  Training  Course  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina's  Institute  of  Government.  The  Institute  of  Govern- 
ment works  with  the  Prison  Department  in  the  development  of  course 
content  and  training  materials.  Training  for  prison  administrators 
and  supervisors  continues  to  be  conducted  at  the  Institute  of  Govern- 
ment. 

Promotion — As  a  part  of  the  program  for  developing  a  true  ca- 
reer service,  vacancies  in  supervisory  positions  are  filled  by  promot- 
ing qualified  members  of  the  State  Prison  Service.  Promotion  exam- 
inations have  been  developed  which  are  administered  at  regular  inter- 
vals to  establish  eligibility  lists. 

FACILITIES 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  physical  facilities  of 
the  State  Prison  System.  These  improvements  have  enhanced  our 
inmate  rehabilitation  programs,  tightened  security,  and  cut  costs. 

Consolidation — At  the  beginning  of  the  biennium,  the  State 
Prison  System  consisted  of  eight  institutions  and  86  field  units,  the 
same  number  and  type  as  comprised  the  system  when  administrative 
control  was  shifted  from  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  the  newly 
created  Prison  Department  in  1957.  The  field  unit  system  was  devel- 
oped in  the  decade  before  World  War  II  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  High- 
way Commission  for  prison  labor  on  the  roads.  The  units  are  so  small 
and  so  widely  scattered  across  the  State  that  it  is  impractical  to  pro- 
vide more  than  basic  facilities  and  a  custodial  staff.  Many  units  are 
in  need  of  major  renovations.  Since  basic  facilities  and  staff  need  be 
provided  for  a  relatively  small  inmate  population,  per  capita  operating 
costs  are  high. 

Careful  study  and  analysis  has  revealed  ways  by  which  expansion 
of  certain  favorably  situated  units  will  permit  the  closing  of  many 
small  units  where  operating  and  renovation  costs  are  high  and  pros- 
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pects  are  poor  for  the  development  of  constructive  programs.  A  mas- 
ter plan  for  consolidation  of  units  is  being  developed  and  the  initial 
phases  have  been  carried  out  during  the  biennium  closing  30  June 
1962.  At  the  close  of  the  biennium,  the  Prison  System  consisted  of 
eleven  institutions  and  79  field  units. 

Renovation — Several  field  units  with  a  promising  future  have 
been  renovated  during  the  biennium  by  the  Construction  and  Main- 
tenance Section  of  the  Prison  Department,  using  inmate  labor.  These 
include  the  Columbus  County  Unit,  the  Moore  County  Unit,  the  Ran- 
dolph County  Unit,  and  the  Cherokee  County  Unit. 

Construction — Construction  of  Odom  Prison  was  completed  dur- 
ing the  biennium.  This  institution  has  received  the  inmates  classified 
for  close  custody  who  were  formerly  quartered  in  field  units  and  work- 
ed on  the  roads  in  small  squads  guarded  by  two  armed  custodial  of- 
ficers. Escape  attempts  from  these  squads  were  frequently  made  and 
sometimes  successfully.  Now  these  inmates  work  on  the  Odom  Prison 
farm  under  the  close  custodial  supervision  of  armed  officers  on  horse- 
back and  with  highly  trained  dogs  adding  to  the  ceaseless  surveillance. 
The  single  escape  attempt  thus  far  made  was  unsuccessful.  But  though 
close  custody  has  been  achieved  at  Odom  Prison  to  a  degree  that  could 
not  be  effected  at  the  field  units,  equally  important  are  the  rehabilita- 
tion programs  developed  at  Odom  that  could  not  be  offered  to  these 
inmates  while  they  were  quartered  in  ten  small  field  units. 

Construction  begun  during  the  biennium,  but  not  completed  by  30 
June  1962,  includes: 

(1)  A  400-man  minimum  custody  unit  located  at  Central  Prison 
outside  the  walls.  This  unit  will  house  honor  grade  inmates 
performing  a  variety  of  labor  services  in  and  around  Raleigh. 
Completion  of  this  unit  will  permit  ending  the  daily  flow  of 
honor  grade  inmates  in  and  out  of  Central  Prison,  a  maxi- 
mum custody  institution. 

(2)  The  Harnett  County  Unit  is  being  increased  in  size  to  accom- 
odate 500  inmates.  It  has  been  changed  from  a  field  unit  to 
an  institution.  It  is  currently  planned  to  house  400  able-bod- 
ied inmates  and  100  physically  handicapped  inmates  as  soon 
as  it  is  completed  during  the  next  biennium. 
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(3)  Conversion  of  Polk  Prison  to  a  Vocational-Education  Train- 
ing Center  for  Youthful  Offenders.  This  project  will  accele- 
rate with  the  completion  of  the  400-man  unit  at  Central  Pri- 
son, since  part  of  Polk  Prison's  population  will  be  transferred 
to  the  new  minimum  custody  unit.  When  the  conversion  is 
completed,  the  Vocational-Education  Center  will  receive  ap- 
proximately 500  youthful  offenders  from  seven  field  units. 

At  the  field  units,  very  little  could  be  done  to  meet  the  education- 
il  and  training  needs  of  youthful  offenders.  At  the  new  Center,  they 
vill  be  privileged  to  participate  in  a  variety  of  programs  designed  to 
neet  their  individual  needs  and  to  prepare  them  for  constructive  citi- 
zenship on  release.  This  new  institution  is  not  being  established  to  re- 
)lace  the  Umstead  and  Goldsboro  Youth  Centers  but  to  supplement  the 
Drograms  of  these  highly  successful  pioneering  institutions  for  youth- 
:ul  first  offenders. 

FISCAL  AFFAIRS 

Expansion  and  improvements  in  our  programs  for  the  safekeep- 
ng  and  rehabilitation  of  prisoners  have  been  accompanied  by  corres- 
ponding efforts  to  cut  costs  and  increase  earned  income.  Better  budget 
control,  consolidation  of  units,  central  requisitioning,  master  menus, 
;he  growth  of  the  work  release  program,  and  the  reduction  in  the  in- 
nate population  have  all  contributed  importantly  to  our  success  in 
keeping  expenditures  for  each  year  of  the  biennium  well  below  the  ap- 
propriated amounts.  Expenditures  for  1960-61  were  under  the  approp- 
riation by  more  than  $691,000;  for  1961-62,  the  savings  amounted  to 
>ver  $1,153,000. 

Each  year  of  the  biennium  produced  an  increase  in  sales  of  Prison 
Enterprises'  goods  and  services.  Including  farm  operations,  the  Prison 
Enterprises'  sales  totaled  $6,994,052.61  in  1960-61  and  $7,378,972.72  in 
1961-62.
